The Chinese cook stuck the end of an 
Ivory chopstick into a small brown bis­ 
cuit. 
“ Taste, sir,” be said. 
Tbe biscuit was warm, crisp, rieh; it 
was light, well salted, nutritious—a 
biscuit, in a word, of peculiar excel­ 
lence. 
“ This biscuit, sir, is made of flour of 
lentils,” 
said 
tbe Chinaman. 
“ You 
know 
lentils? 
Little green 
pellets 
slightly flattened like split peas. Len­ 
tils are considered the most nutritious 
of all the foods of the earth. This one 
lentil biscuit, sir, is equal in nourish­ 
ing power 10 a pound and a half of 
roast beef.” 
He took from a tin a little cake. 
“ Again taste,” he said. 
The little cake was rich and good. 
“ It is made, sir. of the flour of alm­ 
onds,” said the cook—“ fresh, sweet 
almonds ground into a white powder 
between two millstones.

The first mechan ical process in the 
m an ufacture of a postage stamp Is the 
cuttin g, or en gravin g, of the d ie. This 
is a piece of steel of the fin est quality , 
on the polished surface of which a man 
slowly an d patien tly cuts, lin e by lin e, 
the portrait or other emblem which 
has been ad opted for this particular 
stamp. A steel en gravin g Is what is 
called an in cised plate— that is, every 
lin e which is to show in the fin ished 
prin t is cut in to the surface In stead of 
bein g left in relief, as in wood en grav­ 
in g. 
The d ie which the en graver cuts is a 
“n egative;” in other word s, a reversal 
of the d esign which the stamp will ] 
show'. The reason for this soon be­ 
comes apparen t. 
When the d ie is fin ished an d proofs , 
show it to be satisfactory It is hard - | 
en ed aud fixed in the bed of a powerful 
press.

—at a sin gle impression . 
In to the surface of this plate the im­ 
pression on the roller is forced by great 
pressure, on ce for each stamp in the 
subsequen t sheet, an d then the plate 
is hard en ed . 
These impression s are 
n egatives, so that the prin ts from them 
—the stamps themselves—will be posi­ 
tives. 
The reason for all this prelimin ary 
work is most in terestin g. 
In the first 
place, prin tin g could n ot be d on e from 
a sin gle d ie because of the vast quan ­ 
tities of stamps required . 
In the sec- 
? oud place. It could n ot be d on e from 
the roller, because on that the lin es are 
in relief in stead of bein g in cised , an d 
In the third place, it would n ot be 
feasible to have several d ies or a large 
n umber of them en graved , both be­ 
cause the expen se would be prohibi­ 
tive an d because n o two would then be 
absolutely alike. 
The p r e s e n t sy stem 
makes it certain (bat every stam p of 
a certain lot is exactly like every oth­ 
er of the same lot—a great safeguard 
again st coun terfeitin g. 
When three prin tin g plates have been 
mad e they are all fasten ed to the l» ed 
of a special prin tin g press. 
When the 
machin ery is started the first plate is 
in ked , then automatically wipbd un til 
it is like a mirror. The wipin g removes 
all the in k except w’hat clin gs in the 
lin es of the 200 d uplicate en gravin gs 
which d ot the surface. 
Over the plate is laid a sheet of 
d ampen ed paper, the plate is slightly 
warmed in ord er to permit the in k to 
swell, an d heavy pressure is applied . 
Mean while the secon d plate is receiv­ 
in g its in k, aud then the third comes 
in to play , so that, although all three 
are on the same press, each is at a 
given momen t un d ergoin g a d ifferen t 
process from either of the other two. 
This has wrought a great savin g of 
time over the old process of prin tin g 
by han d . When the prin ted sheets are 
d ry they go to the gummin g machin e, 
in which they pass between a d ry 
roller on on e sid e an d on e moisten ed 
with mucilage on the other. 
From 
these rollers they are east out, wet 
sid e up, upon an en d less web, which 
carries them through a steam heated 
box. 
They come out d ry , read y for the 
perforation s, which permit them to be 
torn apart easily . These are very easi­ 
ly mad e by passin g the sheets between 
on e cy lin d er stud d ed with steel pin s i 
an d an other perforated with holes to 
match the pin s. 
The two together act 
like the jaw s of a con d uctor’s pun ch. 
The last process is pressin g the sheets 
by hy d raulic power to coun teract the 
ten d en cy to curl, which is Imparted by 
the mucilage. 
The prin tin g of stamps, like the prin t­ 
in g of gold an d stiver certificates an d 
ban k n otes, is subject to the most care 
ful an d con stan t in spection . 
Every sheet of paper is coun ted be­ 
fore it is d elivered to the prin ter, an d 
before he goes home at n ight he must 
return exactly the same n umber of 
sheets, either of perfect stamps or 
spoiled paper, an d n o 
samples are given away to visitors.—

Dix on in teru rban railway , simply be­ 
cau se the man agin g committee de­ 
sired to hav e him speak: an d for the 
fu rther reason tha t Ju dge Dicken son , 
who had been selected as the orator, 
cou ld n ot come. 
While it may be a 
sort of habit for Chicago editors to 
ridicu le Mr. Yates on all occasion s, 
we do n ot u n derstan d tha t the jokes 
on him are a t all graciou s when these 
editors sn eer abou t ou r own in stitu ­ 
tion s, as did The Tibu n e in callin g at­ 
ten tion to the celebration at which 
the ex -gov ern or was the orator. 
Mr. Y ates gav e du e apology for 
deliv erin g a Fou rth of Ju ly address at 
the trolly car celebration ; an d as tbe 
speech was a v ery good on e an d was 
appropriate for Flag Day we do n ot 
see wherein the Chicago n ewspapers 
n eed complain . 
Fu rtherm ore we do n ot believ e there 
is mu ch tru th in the in sin u ation s 
made by sev eral Chicago papers tha t 
Mr. Yates took adv an tage of his com­ 
in g to Dix on to adv an ce his political 
chan ces for Un ited States Sen ator, 
We do n ot believ e that the people of 
Dix on an d Lee cou n ty desire to open a 
political 
wran gle n ow for Un ited 
States Sen ator 
that m u st be con ­ 
tin u ed two y ears before it is settled. 
The people hav e n ot en ou gh lov e for 
politics to keep u p an u n n ecessary 
con test so lon g before the election .

cav e-dwellers, an d drift m er, it was 
gen erally su pposed that an cien t man 
was larger, an d stron ger, than the 
man of the presen t day , bu t n o skele­ 
ton of prehistoric tin e has been fou n d, 
tha t equ als tha t of tbe av erage de 
v eloped person of ou r time; an d in his 
statu e, an d pby sicai dev elopmen t, 
the man of the presen t day , is the su ­ 
perior of an y of the ages past. 
We are liv in g in an age oi adv an ce­ 
m en t an d progress. 
The adv an ce­ 
m en t in the medical profession , in 
which we are mo6 t in terested, has 
been marv elou s. 
Con sider, for in stan ce, tbe position 
of the medical profession today , an d 
tn e position the profession occupied a 
cen tu ry or two ago 
The phy sician 
was often on e 
of 
the 
hou sehold 
serv an ts, an d the su rgeon was classed 
with the barbis, whose stripes today 
in dicate the office of blood-lettin g; 
an d ev en after tbe su rgeon had emerg 
ed In to a reoogn ized profession , he had 
n o social position , n or was he con sider­ 
ed 
in the 
distribu tion 
of pu blic 
hon ors! 
How differen t is the con dition to 
day ! In repu blics like ou r own , an d 
in Fran ce, the members of tbe learn ed 
profession hav e the social an d pu b­ 
lic 
recogn ition 
that 
theiri abili­ 
ties 
warran t, 
an d 
the 
medical 
man may aspire to an y position of 
tru st an d con fiden ce, while in some of 
tbe Empires of the old world, hon ors 
of n obility hav e been con fered, in a 
way tha t in dicate tbe promin en t an d 
recogn ized 
position the 
profession 
occu pies today with the pu blic. In 
German y , du rin g the last few y ears, 
the hon ors of n obility hav e been ex ­ 
ten ded to Ley den , Koch, Roen tgen 
an d others, while the En glish press 
has been filled with the opin ion s o* 
Sir Frederick Treev es, Sir 
Fran cis 
Lakin g, Sir James Reid an d Sir Wil­ 
liam McCormac. 
The press n o lon ger fin ds fau lt with 
or ridicu les the gov ern men t in gran t­ 
in g these titles an d hon ors, as it did 
less than a hu n dred y ears ago, when 
Kin g George IY, kn ighted his doctors, 
bu t in stead, ex presses its approv al, 
an d u rges still greater hon ors an d con ­ 
sideration s. 
The Queen of Portu gal n ow adds 
“ M, D.” to her n ame; an hon or n ot 
con fered, bu t earn ed: an d the Lon don 
Lan cet 
has 
recommen ded 
to tbe 
Prin ce of Wales to rear on e of bis son s 
as a phy sician , rather than to the pro­ 
fession of arms. 
The medical profession does n ot 
n eed these titles. 
I men tion them on ly to show that 
throu gh adv an cemen t in the scien tific 
u n derstan din g 
an d 
treatm en t 
of 
disease, the profession has been giv en 
the respeot an d stan din g with the 
laity , 
whieh 
heretofore it 
rarely 
possessed. 
A 
hu n dred y ears 
ago, 
it was

teachers, who first called the atten ­ 
tion of the pu blic, to the deplorable 
con dition of the in san e, an d adv ocated 
tha t the v iolen tly in san e, shou ld he 
placed u n der the care of a phy sician ;

ful teachin g. 
Few can estim ate the importan ce of 
the work of Morton an d Simpson in 
an aesthetics, which In trodu ced a n ew 
era in su rgery ;

bacteriology , an d Lister in an tiseptics. 
Sin ce bacteriology bas become an im­ 
portan t 
part of 
medical scien ce, 
throu gh the uRe of the microscope, 
tbe stin g of death has been ex tracted 
from man y diseases tha t were former­ 
ly con sidered In cu rable. 
Su rgery , 
of 
tbe presen t day , in 
gome measu res, partakes of the char­ 
acteristics of the ex act scien ces, an d 
in the departm en t of medicin e, or the 
treatm en t of disease, there has been a 
oomplete rev olu tion . 
All sy stems of medlciu e hav e been 
modified, an d today , all phy sician s, 
withou t regard to sect, are aimin g, to 
be ration al, progressiv e, an d scien 
tific. 
There is a spirit of in telligen t co­ 
operation , an d a better mu tu al ac­ 
qu ain tan ce in the profession , than 
ev er before 
We already In du lge the dream, of a 
possible en d to medical sectarian ism,

fratern al fellowship, 
amon g the members of the profession , 
with a disposition to accept tru th 
from whatey er sou rce. 
Throu gh the rapid adv an cemen t, 
an d great progress in the medical pro­ 
fession . the mission of the phy sician 
has become a respon sible an d an im­ 
portan t charge.

St. Petersburg, Jun e 18. — Gran d 
Duke Alexis, tbe high ad miral, who is 
an un cle of the emperor, an d Ad miral 
Avellan , head of the Russian ad m iral­ 
ty d epartmen t, bn ve resign ed . 


Washin gton . Jun e 16.—The 
lin lted 
States n ation al capital has been select­ 
ed as tbe seat of n egotiation s between 
the plen ipoten tiaries of Russia an d Ja ­ 
pan for a treaty of peace. 
Ottlcial an ­ 
n oun cemen t of the selection of W ash­ 
in gton was mad e by Secretary Loeb at 
the White Mouse. 
It read as follow« : 
“When the two govern men ts were un ­ 
able to agree upon either Chefoo or 
Paris 
the presid en t suggested The 
Hague, but both govern men ts 
have 
n ow requested that Washin gton 
be 
chosen as the place of meetin g, an d 
the presid en t has accord in gly formal­ 
ly 
n otified 
both 
govern men ts 
that 
Washin gton will be so selected .” 
In Cm * W ash in g to n Got* Too H ot. 
This statem en t was 
supplemen ted 
•hortly afterw ard by a semi-official an - 
cou n ee men t that “after meetin g an d 
organ izin g the plen ipoten tiaries of the 
two govern men ts, if it should be foun d 
to be un comfortably hot in W ashin g­ 
ton. may ad journ the meetin g to some 
•um m er resort in the n orth, an d there 
con tin ue their sittin gs un til such time 
as the weather in W ashin gton shall 
be more comfortable.” 
It seems that 
Russia preferred Paris, while Japan 
preferred Chefoo: th at Russia would n ’t 
listen to Chefoo, an d Japan d eclin ed 
to con sid er Paris. 


•(■pi F eared R ussian iD fln en cr. 
As a mean s of facilitatin g the n ego­ 
tiation s the presid en t suggested that 
the con feren ce be held at The Hague, 
the seat of the in tern ation al arbitra­ 
tion tribun al. 
He in d icated that 
for 
both practical an d sen timen tal reason s 
The Hague would be a most d esirable 
place of meetin g for the plen ipoten ­ 
tiaries. 
Further con sid eration of the 
subject d eveloped tbe practically un - 
un alterable objection of Japan to an y 
European capital as a seat for the con ­ 
feren ce. 
She objected particularly to 
The Hague, believin g th at it was too 
far within the sphere of Russian in fiu- 
en ce, an d for a sim ilar reason she d e­ 
clin ed favorably to con sid er Gen eva. 
Then came the selection of W ashin g­ 
ton .

St. Petersburg, Jun e 18.—The sen sa­ 
tion al an n oun cemen t was mad e shortly 
before mid n ight that Gran d DukeAlex­ 
is. the high ad miral, who is an un cle 
of the emperor, an d Ad miral Avellan , 
bead of the Russian ad m iralty d epart­ 
men t, had resign ed . 
This an n oun ce­ 
men t was followed a few min utes later 
by an Imperial rescript relievin g the 
gran d d uke of the juprem e d irection 
of the n avy, which Re had held sin ce 
the d ays of the emperor’s father, Alex­ 
an d er ill, when Russia resolved to en ­ 
ter the lists as a first-class sea power 
an d to build up a great n avy, the rem­ 
n an ts of which were d estroyed in the 
battle of the Sea of Japan . 
Although from time to time sin ce 
the war l>egn n there have been rumors 
that the gran d d uke would retire on 
accoun t of the savage criticism, n ot 
to use harsher terms, d irected agn im t 
the ad min istration of the n avy, espe­ 
cially in the con struction of ships, the 
an n oun cemen t of bis resign ation came 
like a l» olt out of the blue. 
It was 
n ot preced ed by an y of tbe rumors 
which usually give warn in g of such an 
act. 
Con sequen tly it was assumed 
that some sud d en even t precipitated it, 
an d ugly stories immed iately came to 
the surface. 
Amon g those sojourn in g late in the 
cafes an d hotels an ed itorial in The 
Nasha Shisn yesterd ay morn in g, d e­ 
man d in g an accoun tin g of the popular 
fun d subecrilxsl for the rebuild in g of 
the n avy, an d d eclarin g that “great 
n ames are n o lon ger guaran tees,” was 
in stan tly recalled . 
The word s of tbe 
rescript give n o hin t of imperial an ger, 
an d the real explan ation probably will 
n ot leak out for several d ays, but the 
in stan t d isposition was to regard the 
retiremen t of Gran d Duke Alexis an d 
Ad miral Avellan as a con cession to 
public opin ion followin g the crowd in g 
traged y of the Sea of Japan . 
Lon d on , Jun e 
18.—Accord in g to a 
d ispatch from St. Petersburg 
Gran d 
Duke Alexis retain s all his other offices 
an d d ign ities, in clud in g his position as 
aid e-d e-camp to the emperor.

The presid en t had four con feren ces 
relative to the peace move, two with 
Takabira, on e with Cassin i an d on e 
with Ambassad or Duran t. The n ames 
of the plen ipoten tiaries are the n ext 
thin gs to hear, an d those men tion ed 
for Russia are Baron Rosen an d Coun t 
Nelid orf; those for Japan . Marquis Ito, 
Baron Komara an d Marshal Yamagata. 
But there is plen ty eg time, for the 
con feren ce will n ot begin probably be­ 
fore the mid d le of August, an d may 
even n ot begin before September. Both 
Russia an d Japan are movin g with the 
utmost d eliberation , for the game of 
d iplomacy n ow bein g played is of even 
greater importan ce to each govern men t 
than are the movemen ts of the armies 
on the battle field . 
As to terms, it is believed th at Ja ­ 
pan ’s wiJ] be so reason able that they 
will surprise European s. 
Great Brit­ 
ain ., Japan ’s alley, has said n othin g to 
the mikad o on that subject, partly be­ 
cause it is too soon an d partly because 
it is believed In well-in formed British 
circles that there will be n othin g to say, 
—that the terms will n ot be at all 
harsh. W hat Japan wan ts most is per­ 
man en t peace. The Russian war party 
was an xious to obtain from 
Japan 
some gen eral outlin e of her term s be­ 
fore Russia should appoin t her plen i­ 
poten tiaries. 
This attem pt has, how­ 
ever, failed . 
Japan has all alon g flat­ 
ly refused to d ivulge her terms in ad ­ 
van ce. 
A d ispatch from St. Petersburg says: 
“Un less Presid en t Roosevelt on his 
own in itiative is able to in d uce the bel­ 
ligeren ts in the mean time to agree to 
an armistice the fear is gen eral that 
the in terim will witn ess an other blood y 
battle in Man churia. 
Russia, while 
she could n ot place herself in the po­ 
sition of d irectly requestin g ar, arm is­ 
tice, might welcome it if the sugges­ 
tion came from the presid en t.
